E. ‘Big Jim’’ Folsom, has 
launched a full-scale campnign 
for the Public Service Comm- 
ission. 

In declaring his candidacy: 
recently, young Folsom (29) 
announced that his campaign 
will mix a professional attack 
on soaring public service 
costs with his family’s tradi- 
tioaal concern for working 
p2ople. 

“‘Next to our schools, the 
Public Service Cominission has 
become the most importaat gov- 
ermental azency touching the 
lives of the average family in 
Alabama,’’ Folsom said. ‘‘ But,’’ 
he added, ‘‘the Commission has 
not been doing its job. The 
Governor’s audit released last 
month ranked the Alabama 
Public Service Commission as 
one of the worst in the Coun- 
try.”

Get The Facts

The drinker goes through 
different phases in the progress 
of alcoholism. In many inst- 
ances this is an intangible pro- 
cess, At the beginning of the 
disease, the line that separates 
the ordinary drinker from the 
alcoholic is very thin, 

In the first phase, or the 
contact phase, the drinker dis- 
covers the desirable effects of 
alcohol. It makes him feel 
good, relaxes him, gets rid of 
tension, For others it might 
relieve shyness, feelings of in- 
feriority, and makes him ‘‘one 
of the crowd,” This is as far 
as many people go with their 
drinking. 

For the others, who may 
later develop alcoholism, there 
are warning signals. Probably

breath. for fifteen minutes, 
according to The World Book 
Encyclopedia. 


the first warning is that it 
takes more alcohol to produce 
the desired feeling, Instead of 
a beer or two, or a couple of ; 
drinks, it now takes three or 
four to relax and feel good. 
Another warning is the 
“blackout”. This does not mean 
passing out, It simply means 
not being able to remember 
everything that happened during 
the drinking episode, For ex- 
ample, you go to 2 party and 
the next day can remember only 
part of the party or may recall 
part of the party or may 
recall events only up to 
a point, Everyone who has 
blackouts are not alcoholic, but 
if they are developing al- 
coholism, the blackouts tend 
to form a pattern, An alco- 
holic friend told me of work- 
ing for three days once and not 
remembering any part of them. 


He appeared to function nor- 
mally, carried on intelligent 
conversations and drove his car 
many miles, 

If the drinker has pro- 
gressed this far, he should 
heed these warnings for just 
what they are- signs of trouble 
ahead.

WARTS

One of the more unfortunate 
failures of modern medicine 
is that it has not developed an 
easy, painless, effective cure 
for that most unattractive, 
bothersome of human maladies, 
the wart. Faced with an 
absence of any sure-fire cure, 
folk, through centuries of ex- 
perimentation, have developed 
their own traditional home re- 
medies for warts. There 
are literally dozens, perhaps 
hundreds, of such traditional 
wart cures. 

This large number of cures 
may or may not be a state- 
ment as to the relative effi- 
ciency of such cures. Al- 
though there are skeptics, one 
needn’t search far in Alabama 
to find plenty of testimonials 
to the success of various wart 
cures. 

Perhaps the most com- 
monly-voiced remedy involves 
stealing an old dishrag from a 
neighbor and burying it in the

COASTAL BERMUDA GRASS 

July is an excellent time 
to make additional plaitings of 
coastal bermidagrass, If you 
have some ireas on your farm 
which are largely unproductive 
at the present time, you ma) 
want to consider planting 
coastal bermudagrass for grass 
hay. Coastal is also good for 
controlling run off water. 

One of the good ways to 
start coastal is to go ahead 
and get your land prepared, 
When the rains begin in July, 
cut a relatively small area 
of grass hay. Load this on 
a truck or spreader and 
spread over the field. Disc 
in immediately. I understand 
that about one acre of green 
coastal bermudagrass hay will 
provide enough sprigs for about 
four acres. Hundreds of Cof-~ 
fee County farmars have used 
this method in previous years. 
July is about the best month 
of the year to use this tech- 
ique.

warts. A woman in Morgan 
County prefers to ‘‘cut an 
Irish potato in half, rub it on 
the wart, and then bury the 
potato. The wart will soon 
go away.’ 

Other cures are a bit more 
complicated. ‘Rub an onion 
on the wart. Then rub a rock 
with. the onion. Bury both 
the rock and the onion under 
the doorstep, and within a 
week the wart will be gone. 
“Take a plant called powder 
puff, which grows around briars. 
Put sugar, vinegar, tlour and 
powder puff on a rag and tie 
it around the wart for seven 
days and the wart will dis- 
appear.” 

Other cures require the use 
of animal blood as in rubbing 
the blood of a dead toad on 
the wart, or of human blood 
as in taking blood from the 
wart, putting it on a kernel 
of corn, and feeding it to a 
chicken, 

Some, believe that warts can 
be sold. ‘Rub a nickel on 
the wart and give the nickel 
away. When that person spends 
the nickel the warts will become 
theirs.”’ 

Other cures can be affected 
only by conjurers gifted with 
special powers. There is an 
84 year old gentleman on Sand 
Mountain who is so gifted. 
‘‘For warts I have a talent. 
I just spit on my finger and 
rub it on the warts. It goes 
away every time, It’s just 


something you're born with. I 


once cured a man’s hog that 
had a wart on his back.’ 

This author has a close 
friend who onee had a i 
warts on his left hand. After 
using various doctor pre- 
scribed ointments and acids 
to no avail, he visisted a wo- 
man conjurer who proceeded to 
draw an outline of his hand on 
a piece of paper, and burn with 
a match the spots on the piece 
of paper that corresponded to 
the warts on his hand. In two 
weeks his warts were gone.

With better varieties and 
methods of planting more people 
have gone to double-cropping 
their land. The most common 
double crop rotation in Coffee 
County is wheat-soybeans, 
however more people are plant- 
ing grain sorghum because 
it van better be rotated with 
peanuts, withstand dry weather 
and is less expensive to plant 
than soybeans or corn. Grain 
sorghum has been undersold 
to the Wiregrass farmer be- 
cause of the lack of markets.

sorghum and get twice the 
production per acre. 

Grain sorghum gives the 
farmer more flexibility in 
planting dates. Because of 
its drought resistance and our 
long growing season grain sor- 
ghum can be planted as late 
as July 1, This would not be 
recommended with corn or soy- 
beans. The cost of planting 
grain sorghum is about half 
of planting corn and yields 
averaged over a five year per- 
jod will be better. Histor- 
ically corn in Coffee County 
has been a bad investment. 
One out of three years will 
be a failure, one year may be 
a good crop, the other below 
average. Grain sorghum cone 
sistently yields at least a ton 
per acre of grain and in good 
years three times this amount, 

Last year the insect popu- 
lation went rampent; con- 
trol was impossible on corn 
and farmers had to sit back 
watching their crop go down 
the drain. With the corn ear 
being closed in by shucks and 
silks the killing of damaging 
worms already in the ear is 
impossible-this is not the case 
with grain sorghum, An in- 
experience application of an 
insecticide will easily kill of 
the worm population. 

In years past, birds, fungus 
as well as insects have been 
problems with grain sorghum in 
the South but with resistant 
varieties and insecticides, 


these problems are in ‘the 


past. Hybird varieties offer 
short growing season and better 


yields. Grain sorghum pro- 
vides better control of ero- 
sion than corn because it 


is generally planted thicker and 
when double cropped, a later 
planting date misses heavy 
spring rains. Some farmers 
say peanuts do better behind 
grain sorghum than corn but 
there is no research to prove 
this as a factor. 

Cropping rotations are im- 
portant in erosion control. 
Close growing crops, such as 
small grains, grasses etc, in 
rotation with peanuts or soy- 
beans provides better control 
than continous soybeans or 
soybeans and peanuts, also 
diseases and fungi build up in 
soil when proper rotations are 
not followed.

Ninety-seven percent of the 
alcoholics in America are ‘‘or- 
dinary’”’ people, They have 
guod jobs, are keeping their 
families together and are get- 
ting along, but things are be- 
coming more and more

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New Home Insullation 
Standards Made 


Effective By FMHA 


New insulation standards for 
housing in rual areas financed 
by the Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA) will be put 
into effect, Bill Ray, County 
Supervisor announced today. 

Implemenation of the stan- 
dards, first scheduled for 
March 15, had been held up 
during federal court consider- 
ation of a suit by the National 
Association of Home Builders 
challenging the new code. Af- 
ter FmHA prepared additional 
‘environmental material and a 
further hearing on the case wss 
held, U.S. District Judge 
George L. Hart, Jr., dissolved 
a preliminary injunction, While 
certain aspects of the'lawsuit 
remain to be resolved the new 
insulation standards can now 
be implemented. 

The new thermal standards 
are designed to provide for 
heavier insulation and other 
measures to make FmHA- 
financed housing less costly 
to heat or cool, and to con- 
serve energy. They will apply 
to newly-built homes and apart- 
ments financed by FmHa, and, 
insofar as is economically 
feasible, to existing housing 
purchased or repaired with' 
FmHA loans. Better weather- 
izing through more effective in- 
Sulation, storm doors and win- 


dows and other techniques will © 


help families to reduce high 
fuel and energy expenses that 
jeopardize their ability to afford 
adequate housing. 

Details of the standards, 
which vary by climatic zones,: 
are available from FmHA, 
state or county offices. 

Housing loans administered 
by FmHA, a U.S.Department 
of Agriculture agency, serve 
all rural areas including towns 
of up to 10,000, and designated 
towns of 10,00 to 20,000 that 
are not in Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical (SMSA) 
Areas and have a shortage of 
mortgage credit for families 
of low and moderate income.

Jeremiah told of a vision 
he had from the Lord in which 
the Lord told him to go down 
to the potter’s house and watch 
that artisan at work. The pro- 
phet said he stood and watched 
the worker at his wheel and 
saw the vessel as it was marr- 
ed in the potter's hand. This 
was the signal for the workman 
to start his labor again by re- 
ducing the clay once again to 
a pliable form, This incident 
from the life of Jeremiah also 
calls to mind the words of 
a song written by B. .B. Mc- 
Kinney, which read: 

Spirit of the Living God, 

fall fresh on me; 

Spirit of the Living God, 

fall fresh on me; 

Break me, melt me, mold 

me, fill me; 

Spirit of the Living God, 

fall fresh on me,

During the 
month of July, the newspaper 
articles will deal with the four 
elements of the work of the 
spirit mentioned in the above 
hymn--break me, melt me, 
mold me, fill me. 

Given the inate stubborness 
of the human will, the work 
of God must wait upon break- 
ing process. Until human will 


becomes submissive to the Di- 


vine will, the work of God is 


not going to be done, The first 


step in this process is the 
recognition on the part of the 
individual of his attitude to- 


God, Only when the barrier of 


human selfishness has been 
crossed can the individual begin 
to see the hand of God in 
human events, Therefore, the 
prayer must be, ‘‘Break me, 
Lord, until 1am able to see 
the destitute nature of my own 
being and the unfailing right- 
eousness of your character.’’ 
Only when this awareness of 
God in contrast to the sine 
fulness of man has been per- 
ceived can the individual begin 
the spirtual pilgrimage toward 
maturity and well being. The 
course cannot be started from 
the opposite end. 

One word of caution should 
be added--God does not seek 
to obliterate the human will, 
only to bring it into subjec- 
tion to a higher will, After 
all, God created the individual 
with a distinct personality and 
his purpose is not to do away 
with that personality but to re- 
fine it in the crucible of di- 
vine purpose. In other words, 
for your will to be broken does 
not mean that you have been 
set free by the liberating 
power of the spirit of God to 
become the best person that 
your are capable of being. 
Without help, you can never be 
that best person.
